Claims 38-50 arc met by the various sections of the electronic book in figures 1-I8b. 



Consideriiig claims 51 and 65, Hendricks discloses a coniputer-readable medium coiuaining instructions for controlling an 
electromc book delivery system, comprising: 

a) storage module (1040, 1024); 

b) a broadcast module (channel modulators): 

c) an electromc book order module {page 24. tine 25. figure 14b. 14d-14f and 14i) diat receives and processes orders from the 
readers. 



Claims 52-64 and 66-78 are met by the ordering procedures in association with electronic book stored at the operations center, 
cable station or library unit disclosed throughout the Hendricks document. 

C^onsidering claim 79, Hendricks discloses a user interface for ordering and receiving electronic books comprising: 

a) display window that displays an indication of available electronic books (figure 14c or 14e); 

b) a cost wiiulow (figure 14e);
